WEYMOUTH man Patrick Howie has launched 
an online petition lobbying the Government to 
create a national awareness day on the amount 
of plastic in the sea. 

Mr Howie, who regularly swims in the sea, 
said: “There’s something umbilical about the 
sea: a sense of closeness, the sound, the colours, 
the beaches, bird and marine life, living na¬ 
ture. 

“As I swim along I see fish, crabs and differ¬ 
ent shells, sometimes a lobster and sometimes 
giant jellyfish. 

“Then I see lost footballs floating away which 
I sometimes manage to rescue. Then I see the 
debris: the cans and crisp packets, the glass 

Artists wanted 
for seaside 
improvement 
projects 

COULD you stop people littering Dorset's beau¬ 
tiful coastline? Or maybe you've got creative 
ideas about how to regenerate seaside parts of 
Poole. 

Artists are wanted for high-profile projects 
working on two of Dorset Coastal Connections’ 
initiatives. The first opportunity involves find¬ 
ing ways to improve Shore Road Beach and 
Branksome Chine and pays an artist fee of 
£9,000. The second seeks ideas for how to 
change people’s behaviour and stop them litter¬ 
ing our lovely beaches. It pays an artist fee of 
£7,000, plus a materials budget of £2,000. 

Both projects recognise the importance of the 
artists, who will have a creative input from the 
beginning. They will be working as part of a 
cross-disciplinary team. 

The anti-litter project is being led by Litter 
Free Coast and Sea working with the Dorset 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty Food and 
Drink programme. It focuses on Bournemouth, 
Weymouth, West Bay and Lyme Regis. 

Litter Free Coast and Sea aims to reduce ma¬ 
rine and beach litter, and improve bathing 
water quality along the Dorset coast. We have 
some of the cleanest beaches and best bathing 
water quality in the country. Litter Free Coast 
and Sea would like to help keep it that way and 
make our beaches even better. Can you help? 

Both these projects are part of the wider 
Dorset Coastal Connections portfolio of 18 pro¬ 
jects funded by the Coastal Community Fund 
and coordinated by the Dorset Coast Forum, 
who are working collaboratively with The Arts 
Development Company and the individual pro¬ 
ject teams. 

Deadline for the Poole regeneration project is 
January8th. Litter Free Dorset deadline is Jan¬ 
uary 19th.

“Boy, so much plastic - bags, bottles, straws, 
buds, string, containers - so much, every day. 

“The experts say that within a few years, un¬ 
less we change, there will be more plastic in the 
sea than marine life! And it’s getting into our 
food chain; tiny particles appearing in our sea 
food. From land to sea and back again, maybe 
we’re the ones committing suicide?” 

Mr Howie continued: “My idea is to get the 
Government to create a national awareness 
day specifically against plastic in the sea. 
There is no such dDay at the moment and it 
would be great if Britain were the first.

28 charged during Christmas driving campaign 


A FURTHER nine people have been charged 
with drink or drug driving offences as part of 
Dorset Police’s Christmas drink and drug 
driving campaign. 

They are due to appear at court in Poole and 
Weymouth this month 

The campaign ran from Friday, December 
1st through to Monday, January 1st. A total of 
28 people have been charged with offences 
during the campaign. 


Throughout the month-long operation, offi¬ 
cers requested breath tests from all drivers 
involved in road traffic collisions, irrespec¬ 
tive of whether or not they suspected a drink 
driving offence. 

Drivers could expect to be tested during rou¬ 
tine stop checks and if they were stopped for 
an offence. Drugwipe sample kits were used 
on drivers suspected of being unfit to drive 
through drugs. 



Weldmar Snowdrop Services 
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Police investigate two fatal collisions 


TWO fatal collisions took place in the Dorch¬ 
ester area in the period between Christmas 
and New Year. 

Officers have launched a direct plea to the 
driver of the vehicle that killed a woman in 
Dorchester to do the right thing and come for¬ 
ward. 

Police were called at 7.46pm on Wednesday, 
December 27th, to reports of a collision be¬ 
tween a pedestrian and a car on The Grove. 

The 39-year-old female pedestrian from 
Dorchester was taken to Dorset County Hos¬ 
pital, but she sadly died from the injuries sus¬ 
tained. Her family are being supported by 
specially-trained officers. 

A 24-year-old man from Dorchester, 36-year- 
old man from Piddlehinton and a 43-year-old 
man from Bristol were arrested in relation to 
the incident and have since been released 
without charge. 

Inspector Joe Pardey, of Dorset Police's traf¬ 
fic unit, said: "We have made large-scale en¬ 
quiries into the incident and based on the 
information immediately available at the 
time, three people were arrested in connec¬ 
tion with the collision. 

"Following further enquiries, it has been es¬ 
tablished that their vehicles were not in¬ 
volved in the incident and they have been 
released without charge. 

"I am making a direct plea to the driver of 
the vehicle that collided with the victim to 
please do the right thing and come forward. A 
family have been left grieving over the loss of 
their loved one and are desperate for answers. 

"We now believe that the vehicle responsible 
had travelled down the hill on The Grove and 
away from Dorchester town centre.

Photomatrix Ltd, where the first video 
using the system was demonstrated - win¬ 
ning the company a Queen’s Award for In¬ 
dustry in 1974. 

The Observer newspaper carried the first 
public story about the discovery in April 
showing a small basic image sensor - fol¬ 
lowing the first scientific paper presented 
at an international conference. Peter au¬ 
thored some 30 papers on the topic, wrote 
a book, and created many patents. 

Mr Noble, who is also known locally for 
his work with Rotary, enjoyed a successful 
career in electronics, physics, authored 
two books and worked as a consultant for 
several global companies. 

When he came to Dorchester he joined 
Round Table, and later Rotary, rising to 
the national councils of both bodies. He 
has also been a school governor, and a 
member of other voluntary organisations.

First birthday for new mums’ support team 


DORSET County Hospital has celebrated the 
first birthday of its specialist clinic to support 
the mental health needs of mums-to-be. 

The Perinatal Mental Health Antenatal Clinic 
enables women who require support to see the 
right professionals through their pregnancy, 
and then plan postnatal care. The team in¬ 
cludes a consultant perinatal psychiatrist and 
obstetrician, mental health practitioners and 
specialist midwives. 

The clinic works closely with West Dorset 
PANDAS, a local support group for mums af¬ 
fected by anxiety and depression in pregnancy 
or after their baby is born, who tell mums 'it's 
ok not to be ok'. 

Audrey Ryan, consultant obstetrician and gy¬ 


naecologist said: “We know that in pregnancy 
the mind changes as well as the body. For some 
women this can mean that whilst they may be 
really looking forward to their new baby, they 
are also struggling with their mental health. 

“Society expects us all to be 'blooming', but 
providing good mental health care in preg¬ 
nancy is important because mental health 
doesn’t automatically improve when a baby is 
on the way. 

“We were thrilled that Munchkins Play Cafe 
in Dorchester gave us the use of their party 
space upstairs to celebrate. We invited mums 
who have used the service and one said 'it made 
such a difference'.”

Gabrielle Markes from Dorchester said: “I 
like the informality, the shared experiences 
and the companionship. We have a laugh.” 

Her daughter, Perwina Whitmore, said: 
“Over the years we’ve got very relaxed in 
each other’s company; we’ve got to know 
each other well.” 

Weldmar Hospicecare is a charity that pro¬ 
vides end of life care for people living in 
Dorset who need specialist support. This care 
also extends to the family and loved ones of 
patients, which includes both pre and post-be¬ 
reavement support such as the support given 
to this group. 

The NHS contributes around 25 per cent of 
the costs to run Weldmar. Which means the 
charity has to raise over £10,000 per day in 
order to provide its outstanding services 
across Dorset.

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DORSET County Hospital 
has been chosen as one of 
five pilot training sites for an 
enhanced operating tech¬ 
nique for patients with rectal 
cancer. 

Transanal Total Mesorectal 
Excision (TaTME) is a differ¬ 
ent approach to an existing 
operation, using a keyhole 
technique to operate on pa¬ 
tients with rectal cancer, re¬ 
ducing the length of the 
surgery and potentially im¬ 
proving cancer survival 
rates for patients. 

The technique has been 
used by pioneering surgeons 
since 2010. Under a new 
training programme organ¬ 
ised by the Association of 
Coloproctology of Great 
Britain and Ireland 
(ACPGBI) these surgeons are 
now training others in the 
technique. 

The ACPGBI, the body who 
govern colorectal surgery, is 
keen that the introduction of 
this procedure should be 
carefully planned and that 


surgeons should be well 
trained to ensure the best 
possible results for patients. 
The ACPGBI asked for appli¬ 
cations from hospitals that 
wanted to be pilot training 
sites. Of the 29 hospitals ex¬ 
pressing and interest, five 
were successful, including 
Dorset County Hospital. 

The application comprised 
submission of evidence on 
the surgical experience of 
the team and managerial 
support for the programme, 
and two unedited videos of 
laparoscopic (keyhole) low 
anterior resection opera¬ 
tions, performed by Mr 
Anjay Talwar and Mr Paul 
Ng, Consultant Laparoscopic 
General and Colorectal Sur¬ 
geons at the hospital. These 
videos were scrutinised by a 
panel of TaTME experts, who 
then graded the quality of 
the surgery. 


Mr Talwar said: “We are 
very proud that the ACPGBI 
have recognised the excel¬ 
lent work we are already per¬ 
forming at the hospital in 
relation to rectal cancer op¬ 
erations, and we are excited 
to be bringing this pioneer¬ 
ing procedure to our pa¬ 
tients. 

“The team has already at¬ 
tended a two day ‘skills lab’ 
training session, and under 
the pilot training pro¬ 
gramme we will have clini¬ 
cal mentorship throughout 
the initial cases and will sub¬ 
mit data on our clinical re¬ 
sults to the ACPGBI.” 

The hospital has thanked 
the Friends of Dorset County 
Hospital who have recog¬ 
nised the importance of this 
programme and donated 
over £27,000 to fund two 
pieces of equipment that ex¬ 
perts regard as essential to 
this form of surgery. 


Consultation over whether to raise 
the police precept on council tax 


FOLLOWING an announcement from the 
Policing Minister on the level of funding that 
will be made available to policing in 2018/19, 
PCC Martyn Underhill said: “I am disap¬ 
pointed that the Government did not provide 
any additional finances for Dorset in next 
year’s police grant settlement. Like forces na¬ 
tionally, I have worked closely with Dorset Po¬ 
lice to deliver substantial efficiency savings of 
£37.3m since 2010/11. 

“As we look ahead, Dorset Police expects to 
have to make further substantial savings, 
while the genuine rise in crime being seen na¬ 
tionally shows no signs of abating. We have al¬ 
ready had to make a number of incredibly 
tough decisions and this settlement does us all 


a disservice 

“Like other PCCs, I therefore have no choice 
but to ask whether residents are prepared to 
plug the hole left by the core funding settle¬ 
ment in order to protect frontline policing. 
While I welcome the ability to provide more 
funding for an overstretched police service, I 
am taking this matter to public consultation 
with a heavy heart.” 

Throughout this year’s consultation, the 
Commissioner will be asking whether resi¬ 
dents are prepared to pay an additional £1 per 
month to support policing in Dorset. Visit 
www.dorsetpoliceprecept.com to have your 
say.

also be difficult for some families. We want to 
understand more about where people go for 
support and what’s important to them, so we 
can continue to make sure the right help is 
available.” 

Parents and carers who complete the ques¬ 
tionnaire can choose to be entered into a draw 
to win a £50 high street voucher. Cllr Butler 
added: “We would like as many parents and 
carers as possible to complete the survey, to 
help us plan how we support families in the fu¬ 
ture.”

Search for pensioner 
missing from Blandford 
home is stood down 


A SEARCH for a pensioner who vanished 
from Blandford has been stood down. 

Following two days of intensive search 
activity - involving hundreds of emergency 
service personnel, partner agencies and 
specialist volunteers - police have taken 
the difficult decision to stand-down active 
searches for 70-year-old Andrew Latcham. 

Mr Latcham was last seen on CCTV leav¬ 
ing supported accommodation on Park 
Road, Blandford Forum at around 3:30am 
in the early hours of Saturday, December 
30th. He was wearing dark trainers with 
white soles, tracksuit bottoms and a dark 
raincoat. 

Since then, searches have focused around 
the River Stour and other waterways that 
Mr Latcham was familiar with as a 
kayaker, the Blandford Trailway and other 
footpaths, floodplains and open spaces in 
and around Blandford, and the routes and 
villages between Blandford and Hamwor¬ 
thy. 

Inspector Darren Stanton explained: “For 
a complex search like this, we use special¬ 
ist search advisors and make use of a wide 
array of resources; including the National 
Police Air Service helicopter, water-based 
search teams, off-road search vehicles and 
specially-trained teams on foot. 

I am grateful for all the specialist volun¬ 


teers who assisted the search and recog¬ 
nise the desire of the local community to 
help in any way. 

"We have covered a lot of ground with 
this intensive search over the last two 
days. Unfortunately, we have now come to 
a point where we have exhausted this 
search option. With the significant rainfall 
and passage of time, it is sadly very un¬ 
likely we would find Andrew safe and well 
by continuing this approach. 

We therefore have to take advice from 
specialists and consider the continued risk 
to others of searching in dangerous condi¬ 
tions. While some local and intelligence-led 
searches will continue, local people will 
not see the same level of visible activity. 

"We will of course respond to any new in¬ 
formation that comes to light and I would 
ask people to check their private outbuild¬ 
ings and gardens if they have not done so 
already. If anyone has seen someone 
matching Andrew's description since Sat¬ 
urday morning or knows anything else 
that could help, please let us know. 

However, I would like to assure you that 
extensive searches have been carried out, 
including areas mentioned by the public on 
social media. 

"We have updated Andrew's family about 
this decision and they are very grateful for 



the efforts made by all the emergency ser¬ 
vices, partner agencies and volunteers so 
far. We will continue to support them dur¬ 
ing this upsetting time."

AFFORDABLE housing pioneers in 
Bridport, Lyme Regis and West 
Dorset threw open their doors for a 
celebration of ground breaking Com¬ 
munity Land Trust projects. 

More than 50 people attended the 
event which included visits to trail- 
blazing Symene, Lyme Regis and 
Marshwood developments. 

West Dorset is leading the way na¬ 
tionally with 10 active Community 
Land Trusts (CLT), which is among 
the highest number in any council 
district in the country. 

CLTs are being progressed by com¬ 
munities with the support of councils 
to provide much-needed low-cost 
housing for local people. 

The council's new Opening Doors 


campaign - launched with North 
Dorset District Council and Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Borough Council - 
is encouraging more communities to 
start CLTs and take advantage of £2m 
of funding to support projects across 
their areas. 

Delegates at the event - including 
councillors, community groups and 
CLT members - heard presentations 
at Bridport Leisure Centre before 
touring sites. 

Paul Derrien, housing enabling 
team leader for North Dorset District 
Council, West Dorset District Council 
and Weymouth & Portland Borough 
Council, said: "CLTs are a valuable 
way of helping to meet significant 
local housing need. 


"We have an impressive number al¬ 
ready but we want to see more pro¬ 
jects coming forward. 

"The networking day went ex¬ 
tremely well with the opportunity for 
people to share knowledge, compare 
experiences and exchange ideas." 

There have been 62 affordable 
homes developed by CLTs in West 
Dorset, including Lyme Regis which 
is not yet finished. 

Symene and Marshwood are al¬ 
ready fully occupied and 15 more 
homes will be available when the 
Timberhill development at Lyme 
Regis is completed. 

Ten-home Symene CLT was formed 
for the people of Symondsbury on the 
edge of Bridport.

SINGER, songwriter, composer, poet and multi-in¬ 
strumentalist, Emily Maguire is truly “a talent to be 
reckoned with” (RnR Magazine), her heartfelt, 
thought-provoking lyrics, emotive voice and spell¬ 
binding live performances winning her fans across 
the globe.

by making and 
selling goats 
cheese. “Liv¬ 
ing in the 
shack was one 
of the happiest 


times of my life. And despite being a terrible cook, I 
was actually a very good cheesemaker”, she says. 

Emily and Christian returned from Australia in 2007 
to tour with American legend Don McLean, playing 
all the major UK concert halls including the Royal Al¬ 
bert Hall. Her third album ‘Believer’, released in 2009, 
received regular airplay on Radio 2 and won rave re¬ 
views in the music press, Maverick Magazine hailing 
it “a masterpiece”. Greenpeace used her song ‘Woke 
Up’ for their climate change campaign. 

Emily hid her struggles with bipolar disorder until 
she published her first book ‘Start Over Again’. 
Launched on Radio 2 on World Mental Health Day in 
2010, it generated a huge response from listeners 
moved by Emily’s openness and willingness to share 
her experiences of psychosis and depression. 

In 2014 an intensive tour of Germany triggered 
chronic tennis elbow in Emily’s arms, leaving her un¬ 
able to play her instruments for 18 months. Devas¬ 
tated, she suffered a deep depression that lasted a 
year. 

In 2017, recovered again, Emily released her haunt- 
ingly beautiful fifth album ‘A Bit Of Blue’ (produced 
by Nigel Butler) to critical acclaim in the music press. 
She published a collection of poetry, prose and song 
lyrics called ‘Notes From The North Pole’, and sang 
live on Radio 2, talking to Clare Balding about her 
music, mental health and Buddhist faith. 

Together with Christian, Emily has been touring 
again and entrancing audiences wherever she 
goes. “I am just so happy to be out there again, 
performing”, she says. “Music to me is all about 
uplifting, comforting and inspiring the people listen¬ 
ing. That’s all I want to do”. 

Emily has done many gigs in mental health hospi¬ 
tals and is a patron of the UK mental health charity 
Restore. She was invited to perform at the World 
Congress of Psychiatry in Berlin in 2017 and will be 
touring Germany as well as the UK in 2018. Just back 
from recording in Australia for her sixth album, she 
says, “I can’t wait to be touring again. I’m looking for¬ 
ward to playing some of the new songs that will be on 
my next album”.

IN DECEMBER 2012 Christine Tobin won a BASCA British Composers Award for her 
spellbinding settings of poems by WB Yeats, 'Sailing to Byzantium'. The award in¬ 
cluded a PRSF commission to write new music. Tobin's latest album 'PELT' is the result 
of this commission. PELT is Christine's settings of poems and lyrics by contemporary 
Pulitzer Prize winning poet, Paul Muldoon.

WHAT YOU NEED TO KNOW 
ABOUT THE HOUSING 
MARKET IN 2018

What will the 2018 housing market 
bring for buyers and sellers? 

The housing market has been sending out 
some mixed messages recently - on the one hand 
there's talk of consumers being reluctant to 
make big decisions amid wider economic uncer¬ 
tainty and a squeeze on their living costs, but on 
the other hand, house prices have continued to 
climb in many areas, with reports of a lack of 
properties to choose from in popular locations. 

So what's in store for 2018? Here's a look at 
what the market could bring for house prices, 
mortgages and first-time buyers. 

What will happen to house prices in 2018? 

In general, predictions have ranged from 
house prices being flat across the UK to edging 
up by a few percentage points by this time next 
year. Economists believe the squeeze on in¬ 
comes from inflation will limit what buyers are 
willing to pay. 

Robert Gardner, chief economist at Nation¬ 
wide Building Society, says: "How the housing 
market performs in 2018 will be determined in 
large part by developments in the wider economy. 
Brexit developments will remain important, but 
hard to foresee." 

Does that mean house price growth is expected 
to be subdued across the whole of the UK? 

This year has seen been big differences between 
areas of the UK in how the housing market has 
performed. The Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors (Rics) has said pricing in Scotland, 
Wales, Northern Ireland and north-west Eng¬ 
land has been resilient compared with some 
other places. 

While London has seen a cooldown, some other 
major cities, where housing affordability is less 
stretched, have been putting in a relatively 
strong performance. 

Richard Donnell, insight director at property 
analysts Hometrack, says: "The likes of Manch¬ 
ester, Birmingham and Glasgow have seen mar¬ 
ket activity increase and this has delivered 
above-average price growth of 6-8% for the last 
12 months." 

Will buyers have more opportunities to 


bag a bargain? 

When it comes to sealing a deal, more house 
sales are now going through at less than the orig¬ 
inal price sellers had wanted, according to estate 
agents. For some buyers, they may find there's 
more room for negotiation, depending on what 
the local housing market is like at the time. 

But the supply of properties on the market is 
still tight in many places, so sellers in these 
areas may feel more confident in holding firm 
on price. 

Across the UK, 85% of properties sold for less 
than the asking price in November, according 
to NAEA (National Association of Estate 
Agents) Propertymark - the highest proportion 
since its records started in 2013. One in eight 
(12%) properties sold for the asking price and 
3% sold above the asking price. 

What about mortgage deals? 

Despite the Bank of England hiking the base 
rate from 0.25% to 0.5% in November, in gen¬ 
eral, the mortgage rates on offer are still "ex¬ 
tremely low", says David Hollingworth from 
broker London & Country Mortgages. 

He says some rates on the fixed-rate mortgage 
deals on offer had started to edge up even be¬ 
fore the base rate increase, with rates creeping 
up further across the mortgage market gener¬ 
ally after November. 

Home owners sitting on their lender's stan¬ 
dard variable rate (SVR), which happens after 
a particular mortgage deal comes to an end, 
may want to consider whether they can get a 
better deal, he says, adding that many lenders 
announced rate increases to their SVRs in line 
with the base rate hike. 

Hollingworth says some mortgage borrowers 
will be receiving their annual statements in Jan¬ 
uary, which can help them to take stock of 
whether they should make switching mortgage 
their New Year's resolution or whether they are 
already on a good deal. 

How about first-time buyers? 

Hollingworth says there are still plenty of 
mortgage options available for people with lower 
deposits. 

Those who have slightly less than a 10% de¬ 
posit may find quite a "substantial advantage" in 
being able to access a better mortgage rate if they 
can scrape together more cash to push them¬ 
selves into the 10% deposit bracket, he says. 

In some good news for first-time buyers, Home- 
track predicts this sector will make up the 
largest group of buyers in 2018. 

Donnell says: "We expect first time buyers to be 
the largest group of buyers in 2018 accounting for 
over one in every three sales (35%) and overtaking 
existing home owners (34%)) as new 
purchases by investors fall in the wake 
of tax changes."

KIA’S flagship SUV in the UK, the stylish 
seven-seat Sorento, has a subtly sportier 
look for 2018 with the introduction of 
‘GT-Line’ and ‘GT-Line S’ variants and 
the availability of a new eight-speed au¬ 
tomatic gearbox. Pricing for the range 
starts at £28,995, with the ‘GT-Line’ and 
‘GT-Line S’ versions available for 
£36,495 and £41,995 respectively. 

The eight-speed auto replaces the 
previous six-speed unit and is offered 
in four of the seven Sorento models. It 
is standard with ‘GT-Line’ and ‘GT- 
Line S’ and optional with ‘KX-2’ and 
‘KX-3’ versions. 

As a result of the increased number of 
ratios, economy with the new auto 
gearbox improves to 43.5mpg compared 
with the previous automatic, while 
CO 2 emissions are cut from 174g/km to 
170. The eight-speed gearbox was de¬ 
signed and engineered in-house by 
Kia’s R&D team in Korea and offers up 
to five different shift and throttle pro¬ 
grammes, accessed through the 
Sorento's electronic Drive Mode Select.

Magpies battle back in Ridgeway derby 


Weymouth 2 
Dorchester Town 2 

Evo-Stik Premier - att: 1,885 
DORCHESTER Town battled 
back from two goals down just 
after the hour to claim a deserved 
share of the spoils at the Bob 
Lucas Stadium on Boxing Day. 

Despite heavy rain and strong 
winds both sides produced some 
exciting football in this Ridgeway 
Derby which saw the Magpies 


halt the Terras recent five game 
unbeaten home run without con¬ 
ceding a goal. 

Playing with the elements in the 
first half, Dorchester found them¬ 
selves a goal down at the interval 
despite having had the better of 
the play. 

Both sides had early chances 
but, with Dorchester starting to 
dominate play, Sam Lanahan 
wasted the best opportunity by 


firing over from 12 yards after 20 
minutes. 

Weymouth began to find their 
feet and took the lead in the 39th 
minute when Charlie Davis 
scored with an excellent 25-yard 
drive inside the left hand post to 
give the hosts a slightly unde¬ 
served halftime advantage. 

The second half started with 
Gary Bowles shooting straight at 
keeper Mark Travers, before Ab- 
dulai Baggie forced Magpies 
keeper into a good save. 

The Terras doubled their advan¬ 
tage just after the hour when 
leading scorer Brandon Goodship 
fired home with the help of a big 
deflection. 

However, the Magpies re¬ 
sponded magnificently and Kyle 
Egan finished a move he started 
by being on hand to fire home 
from close range to reduce the 
margin with 20 minutes left. 

Seven minutes later it was all 
square. Skipper Callum Buckley 
and Travers got in a muddle try¬ 
ing to clear a cross allowing 
Lanahan to equalise. 

Neither side could find a winner 
in the final minutes with Dorch¬ 
ester claiming a moral victory. 




Thompson: Draw least we deserved Maitland: Basic errors COSt US 


DORCHESTER Town manager Steve Thompson 
felt that a draw was the least his side deserved 
after they came from 2-0 down just after the 
hour to claim a point in the Ridgeway derby on 
Boxing Day. 

He told View Sport: "I felt we dominated the 
first half an hour but unfortunately didn't turn 
that advantage into goals. We had a strong wind 
behind us and when we conceded and went in 
1-0 down against the run of play you fear the 
worse a little bit, but to be fair we came out quite 
well in the second half and although they got a 
second we always looked a threat and showed a 
lot of character. 

"Not only being 2-0 down away from home but 
also against quite a strong wind as well, we 
showed a lot of character to come back after the 
second goal to get two goals to get a draw, 
which was the least we deserved really." 

Although Thompson is pleased with their cur¬ 
rent form and the team is progressing they still 
lack experience to be consistent, and believes 
there is still work to be done 

"The Bishop Stortford game was a bit of a blip, 
which you get from time to time. However I'm re¬ 
ally pleased with the last four games; we've 
played very well in three of them, winning two 
and drawing one, and when we didn't play well 
we got beaten. However I don't think we are at 
the stage, thinking about where we were that it's 
just going to come every game at the moment. 

"That consistency takes time and players are 
also developing. If you look at the team against 
Weymouth; you've got Antonio Diaz who's 18, 
Kyle Egan and Callum Rose, both 19; so it takes a 
while to get that consistency as a player, but like 
I said I've been pleased with the last four games, 
and we've scored a lot of goals." 

Having gone two goals down despite being on 
top, the Magpies dug in and showed the charac¬ 
ter that Thompson's leadership has instilled in 
them, and turned the game around. 

Whilst the defence was once again strong, hav¬ 
ing only conceded once in their previous three 
games against one of the most formidable front 


lines in the league, the former Yeovil Town boss 
was quick to praise whole team. 

"Yes credit must be given across the team. The 
whole team played well up at Bishop's Stortford 
when we lost 1-0, but we never got our attacking 
game going there. I'm sure if we had got that 
going anything like the other games we would 
have won that game, although we have to give 
the opposition credit for doing a good job on us. 

"Defensively we've done well in the last four 
games, only conceding three goals so hopefully 
that can continue, because that probably has 
been our biggest problem. 

Thompson admitted that the return of captain 
Gary Bowles after his three-match suspension 
was in doubt right up to the kick-off with a groin 
injury. 

"It was important that he played with Ross 
Carmichael unavailable. He was by no means 
certain to play, it was touch and go, but he went 
out and put his body on the line and appears to 
have come through it okay. It's a little bit sore but 
hopefully there will be no reaction to that." 

Asked about the superb comeback he added: 
"They responded very well, and sometimes 
there's not a lot a manager can do at 2-0. We 
were forced into two substitutions after we got 
back to 2-1 with Luke Winsper and then Ed Ba- 
stick both getting injured, who were both play¬ 
ing well. Whilst it looks like neither are too 
serious they certainly weren't right to continue. 

"But we kept going and got the draw which is 
the least I think we deserved if not the win as I 
think we edged the game in terms of possession 
and maybe chances." 

The Magpies boss was also full of praise for the 
state of the Bob Lucas pitch. 

"It was fantastic, and was a credit to the 
groundsman after all the rain on Monday night. 
It played very well but obviously the wind was a 
factor. 

"When you think to go to Weymouth who have 
kept five clean sheets on the spin at home, 
against a team full of confidence, to come back 
from 2-0 down was a great result." 


WEYMOUTH assistant manager Paul Maitland 
was disappointed that the Terras surrendered a 
two goal advantage over Dorchester Town. 

"We're disappointed that having gone two nil 
up that we didn't see the game out. 

"We've been very good defensively at home 
and the manner in which we gave the goals away 
was what disappointed us more than anything. 

"Credit to Dorchester however, they never gave 
up, kept going and probably on the balance of 
play deservedly got something out of the game. 

Before the game I didn't really anticipate it 
would be much of a spectacle and the condi¬ 
tions certainly made it difficult. 

"It wasn't easy but I thought Dorchester settled 
better than we did probably because they had 
the conditions in their favour to start with, but 
once we got going we created several good 
chances; Chris Weale had to make a couple of 
good saves and there was a goal line clearance, 
we could have gone in at half time more than 
one goal up but we could also have gone in 2-1 
down. 

"I thought we started the second half better, 
had a bit more control over the early exchanges 
of the second half and when we went 2-0 up we 
stopped and became too casual. 

"We needed to knuckle down at that point but 
didn't and then made two basic errors and gave 
away goals you see in kids football and not se¬ 
nior football, and that was the disappointing 
thing. 

"Both were avoidable and we have to learn 
from that; we were lucky it didn't cost us three 
points." 

However, there were some positives for the Ter¬ 
ras management to take from the game. 

"At the end of the day we were unbeaten in an¬ 
other game and only let in two goals in our last 
six home games and are still right in the mix (for 
promotion), and the other results on the day 
weren't completely horrendous for us, and hasn't 
cost us too much." 

Maitland was disappointed that the team 


hadn't been able to carry on the form they 
showed against Redditch United three days ear¬ 
lier when they were easy 5-0 victors. 

"What probably was frustrating for the support¬ 
ers was how good we were on Saturday; we were 
absolutely scintillating for the last half hour and 
the game was an absolute pleasure. 

"We really got into a groove and gave them no 
opportunity and played some lovely football. 
They had a very strategic game plan to try and 
contain us but I would have backed us against 
anyone in the league playing like that, and shows 
we are continuing to improve. 

"Against Dorchester we didn't get anywhere 
near those heights; but we will become more 
consistent in our performances. 

However Steve Thompson clearly deserves a 
lot of credit for turning them around because 
they were a much better outfit and better idea of 
what they are doing than when we played them 
in August, and he's really made a mark on them 
so he deserves an awful lot of credit for that. 

Maitland, like Thompson, praised the grounds¬ 
man and his team for the wonderful playing sur¬ 
face, and also commended referee James 
Richardson and his assistants for their excellent 
handling of the game, taking account of the con¬ 
ditions and excellent decision making, only 
booking one player from each side; as well as 
congratulating both sets of players for playing 
the game in a great spirit. 

He concluded: "I know our fans would have 
gone away disappointed, and some were expect¬ 
ing an easy victory, but derbies are rarely the 
greatest of games and the two this season for 
different reasons have proved that. 

'Whilst it had a lot of incident and excitement, 
had the rain and wind stopped before kick-off we 
would have seen a very good game of football. 

"We are disappointed not to have got three 
points, we have to improve and make sure that 
with a two goal lead we see the game through, 
but that point might be invaluable come the end 
of the season."

DORCHESTER continued their good 
run of form on New Year's Day with a 
third consecutive Evo-Stik South Pre¬ 
mier League home victory without 
conceding a goal and scoring 13 goals 
in the process writes Stuart Broom. 

Having won a point at second placed 
Weymouth on Boxing Day after recov¬ 
ering from two goals down, the Mag¬ 
pies showed their continuing 
improvement under manager Steve 
Thompson with goals from Sam Lana- 
han and two from Tom Blair. 

Tiverton's direct approach was more 
suited to an Avenue surface heavy 
from the recent continuous rain that 
resulted in the pitch cutting up badly. 

However, apart from two chances 
one in each half, they were always sec¬ 
ond best. 

The first came after 10 minutes when 
keeper Chris Weale did well to push 


Tivvy skipper's Jamie Price's shot away 
for a corner, whilst one of the league's 
top scorers Levi Landricombe missed 
a chance of a consolation late on 
when blazing a good opportunity over 
the top. 

By then Dorchester were three goals 
up with the points in the bag. 

After initial skirmishes. Josh 
Carmichael struck the post with a free 
kick and Luke Winsper saw his cross 
drop onto the crossbar as Dorchester 
looked to break the deadlock which 
they finally did midway through the 
half. 

Winger Kyle Egan who is becoming 
such an integral part of The Magpies' 
recent success, chipped the ball back 
from the byline for Lanahan to head 
home from 12 yards. 

An injury to Phil Ormrod saw him 
substituted at the break, with Tom 
Blair taking his place. He seized his op¬ 
portunity almost immediately when 


just two minutes after the restart, he 
chased a ball down, and picking up 
the rebound cleverly screened the ball 
from keeper Martin Ricebefore swivel¬ 
ling and firing past the retreating de¬ 
fenders. 

Both Ed Bastick and Lanahan had 
good opportunities to add to the 
score but were thwarted by some des¬ 
perate defending, before Blair added 
Dorchester's third with 20 minutes re¬ 
maining. Once again Egan was the ar¬ 
chitect, chipping a cross to the far 
post where the former Bee thumps a 
header past Rice into the roof of the 
net. 

Ten minutes from time, frustrated 
Tiverton sub Ollie Knowles was lucky 
not to be red carded when he kicked 
Blair in the face as Dorchester cruised 
to another impressive victory. 

Thompson was delighted with his 
team's performance and told View 
Sport: "It was another good win in 


very difficult conditions, especially as 
they are in the top five. The pitch cut 
up very badly which should have 
suited Tiverton more as they are a di¬ 
rect team and it was hard for us to get 
our football going, but I thought we 
thoroughly deserved it. 

Thompson sympathised with the 
fact that Tiverton had to travel to Roys- 
ton two days earlier and were beaten 
3-0 on a heavy pitch before encoun¬ 
tering similar conditions at The Av¬ 
enue, 

"We're not getting too carried away. 
It's lovely to win 3-0 against a top five 
side, but that's the way the fixtures 
have fallen. But it's important we make 
the most of it and keep getting as 
many points as we can. 

"Without hitting any real heights our¬ 
selves we put in a competent perfor¬ 
mance rather than a brilliant one, and 
I think we played better against Wey¬ 
mouth yet only drew. That's football!"
